The judge denied the motion or a new 
trial, and a-ked the custom ary question, 
“ {lave you anything to say why sentence 
should not be pronounced •** The prison­ 
er responded that he knew nothing he 
could say would influence the court, as ail 
the forms of law had been observed, but

er walked out of tbe court room a free 
mao. 
Be was a “common field hand,” the 
local paper says, and uneducated.” 


S a n F ra n c is c o , April 23—Tho feud be­ 
tween the Do Youngs aud the Katlochs 
which so nearly resulted in the death of 
one of the adversaries on the 23J of last 
August,—of Kalloch senior by two ballets 
fired by Charles De Young, and of De 
Youog himself at the bauds of aa infuri­ 
ated mob of the adherents of the wounded 
man,—this evening culminated in a real 
tragedy, Charles De Young being shot and 
tilled in the Chronicle office by I. M. 
valloch, son of the M ayor of San F ran - 
ciao. 
The shooting took place at half past 
7 o’clock to-nigbt, De Young being almost 
instantly killed. 
It was just seven mouths ago ic-day that 
the bitter campaign in San Francisco cul­ 
minated in an attem pted m urder, a tragedy 
which was the seriation of 
the hour 
In San Francisco aod created excitement 
and in tense interest all over the country. 
As the present affair was so intim ately 
connected w ith the shooting of last sum­ 
mer, a brief recapitulation will bo of ser­ 
vice to refresh the memory and assist in a 
proper understanding of tbe merirs of the 
Gase. 
The political campaing in the summer of 
1879 was conduct*, i with unusual virulence. 
The workingm en’s candidate was the Rev 
I ti Kalb lh, who had a somewhat moiled 
and checkered career in Be ton and K an­ 
jis 
Heading the opposition was Charles 
De Young, in a speech at the 8iate Con­ 
vention of “ Honorable Bilks,” announced 
that he would compel Kalb ;h’s withdraw­ 
al from tbe contest. 
Subsequently he 
notified Kalloch that unit a he withdrew 
he w ould rake up bis unsavory record in 
the 
columns 
of 
tho 
Chronicle 
Kalloch sent back word defying him, aud 
lulim&iicg that he could tell worse things 
about the DeYoungs than they could about 
him. 
Accordingly the De Youngs took up the 
gauntlet, aud in the issue of Wednesday, 
A ugu st 20, the Chronicle opened fire with 
a long article reviewing Kellueh’s career 
in Boston and Kansas. This article charg­ 
ed him with having been engaged in 
numerous amours aod scandalous scrapes 
since he was 12 years old. 
He was charg­ 
ed with drinking while rn the .pulpit, aud 
wen connected with innum erable swindles 
and scandals, both 
in 
tbe East and 
in 
Kanees, 
w hither 
he 
after­ 
wards removed. 
The article created great 
excitement, and wa9 followed the two su c ­ 
ceeding days by still more virulent and 
personal attacks. 
Friday night, August 22, Kalloch had 
advertised a mass meeting at the Metropol­ 
itan Temple, in watch it was given out 
that he would read an article published 
five years previous in aa obscure paper 
called the Sun, written by one B. F. N ap- 
thaly. This article was a personal attack 
on the DeYoungs aud the reputation of 
their mother, which had provoked a vain 
attempt to kill Naptbaly by the De Youngs 
at tbe time. 
De Youog sent word to K al­ 
loch that, if 
he read the article, 
he 
would b? shot on sight. The meeting came 
offfs advertised, except that Kalloch did 
uot read the article, but contented him ­ 
self with a merciless anack on the family 
record of tbe tDe Young’s.
